The head gates in the main canal 
at the big C. P. iR. irrigation dam 
on ihe Bow River were opened last 
Monday morning, April 22nd, _ for 
the first time this spring. It had 
previously been planned to turn on 
the irrigation. water April 16th, but 
a spell of cold weather made it 
necessary to postpone the date. The 
water is now running in the ditches, 
and will soon be available at all 
points in the irrigation block, 

No mishap occurred with the turn- 
ing on of the water, and the ditches, 
flumes, gates, etc, were found to 
be in fairly good working order. 

In, the eastern end of the irriga- 
tion block there was a demand for 
water for stock raisers who reported 
dry sloughs and a shortage of water 
for their stock, This demand has 
been met. Famers are now water- 
ing their shade trees and ghelter 
belts so as to start them off well. with 
a good soaking.

An Expert Blin Blind: Typist. 


English: Girl Can Write 160 Words 


a Minute 


Miss Mable Green, of England, a 


blind girl, is one of the most expert 
typists in the world. 

She uses an instrument known as 
the Stainsby-Wayne Braille  short- 
hand writer, and can attain a speed 
of 160 words a minute. 

The machine is very small, 
has only seven keys, one long—which 
performs a function similar to» the 
spacebar on a_ typewriter—-and six 
small, 

Miss Green appeared to experience 

}no difficulty in taking her “notes.” 
| For five hours she tapped away with- 
| out faltering, and the only time the 
| speakers were stopped was when 
she had to insert a new roll of paper 
in the machine. 
“With two years’ practice any 
|average blind person can type 106 
|words a minute on this machine,’ 
| miss Green told an interviewer. 

“The keys bear Braille type in

Mr. Babcock says that during the 
past few yeafs the commissitn has 
collected many specimens of halibut 
larvae much smaller and ‘younger 


it has been possible through these 


| United States coastguards off the| discoveries to study the life history 


of the halibut much more thorough- 
ly than ever before. 

“How long the young fish swim 
upright and when and what chenges 
before the halibut acquires the habit 
of lying on one side, with its head 
twisted/sideways, both eyes on tke 
upper side, is unknown,” says Mr. 
Babcock. “It is one of the most fas- 
cinating problems on which the com- 
mission is engaged. It is one of the 
most engaging problems in marine 
biology. 

“In recent years there has been no 
branch of fishery science as rich in 
results as that of the study of age 
and rate of growth. In the case of 
salmon we may determine the life 
by echecking up on the length of 
time spent in fresh water, the time 
in the sea and the river in which it fs 
hatched. But this is the way we 
determine the life of the halibut. The 
halibut has an inner ear but no ex- 
ternal ear. In the ear a stone’ is de- 
veloped which grows in size from 
year to year by deposits from tne 
outside. The winter growth is more 
transparent than the summer 
growth, making a stone which is 
marked like the rings of the tree. 
The bones are called otoliths, or ear 
bone and these are used to deter- 
mine age. 

“The scales of the halibut also 
show growth rings, but they are so 
constructed as to make it more ted- 
fous to determine than the study of 
ear bones. Halibut mature in their 
eleventh year and we have records of 
halibut living until forty years of 
age. The growth of the halibut is 
slow, but they ‘ultimately grow to 
great size. Females sometimes reach

Sugar Syrup For Beet 


New Postal Regulations To Encour- 
‘age Bee Keeping Industry *' 

In order to encourage the beekeep- 
ing industry in Canada the Canadian 
postal regulations are being amend- 
ed to permit of packages of honey 
bees being sent by mail whensfed on 
sugar syrup as allowed by the Unit- 
ed States Post Office. Hitherto the 
post office regulations in Canada de- 
manded the use of a certajn candy 
compound as food supply for bees, 
which it has been found is not as 
satisfactory for bees as sugar syrup. 

The action of the Canadian Post 
Office Department in changing the 
regulations came as a result of 
representations made by the Mant- 
toba Beekeepers’ Association. Bee- 
keeping is becoming an important in- 
dustry in Manitoba. Of the 19,989,- 
909 pounds of honey produced in 
Canada in 1928, the province of 
Manitoba accounted for 5,774,398 
pounds. It is the second largest pro- 
ducer among the provinces of the 
Dominion, being exceeded only by 
Ontario with 8,500,000 pounds. Que-

Dutch Seaman Attempted To Cross 

: Atlantic In Lifeboat 

Captain Johannes J. Schuttevaer, 
73-year-old Dutch seaman, his first 
mate, Francis Meyer, and his second 
mate, Cornelius A. Vanderlaan, ar- 
rived at New York from San Juan, 
Porto Rico, on the steamer San Lor- 
enzo with the 20-foot Ufeboat in 
which they set out from Lisbon to 
cross the Atlantic February 8. 

In reality, more than a@ year has 
elapsed since they began their jour- 
ney from Rotterdam to New York. 
They were nearly shipwrecked in the 
Bay of Biscay in February, 1928. 

They repaired their boat in Lisbon 
and finally set out across the Atlan- 
tic early in February of this year. 
On March 18 they were picked up 
in mid-ocean, half-starved and with- 
out drinking water, by thé Spanish 
mail liner Marques de Comillas.

The Cost Of Correia 


In a paper read before the Institu- 


| tion, of Civil Engineers, by Sir Rob- 


ert Hafield, on ‘The Corrosion of 
Ferrous Metals," the startling state- 
nient was made that, according to his 
estimates, 29,000,000 tons of steel 
were lost by rusting in 1920. At zu 
pounds a ton this would represent 
for the year the huge bill of 580,00v,- 
000 pounds, to which might be aaa- 
ed another 120,000,000 pounds, spent 
on operations rendered necessary by 
the corrosion. These figures refer tu 
the whole world, but, as the “Elec- 
trical Review” pointed out, the major 
part, say 450,000,000 pounds would 
probably have to be debited to the 
Pritish Empire, a sum equal to near- 
ly half our total war indebtedness to 
the United States. 


Clean Up Every Yard 


The pupils of the schools should be 
thoroughly sold on the idea that they 
have a definite part in the work of 
cleaning up and painting up. Many a 
father will reward his boy handsome- 
ly for having the cleanest and neat- 
est backyard in the neighborhood.

GOVERNMENT WILL 


GIVE FARM. LOANS 


Hon. R. G. Reid Outlines Working 
of New Provincial Act 


| EDMONTON — Maximum loans to 
individuals under the new Farm 
“Loan Act passed by both Dominion 
and Provincial governments, and 
which will become operative in Al- 
berta within the hear future follow. 
ing the appointment of the board to 
administer 18 provisions within this 
province, under the chairmanship of 
James C. Murray, will be $10.000, ac- 
cording to Hon. R, G. Reid, Provin- 
cial Treasurer and ainiater of Mun- 
icipal Affairs. 
Working of the ‘Act 

In further explanation of the work- 
ings of the act, the Minister said that 
for every $100 of loan made the Dom- 
inion, province and borrower would 
each take $6 worth of stock. The 
spread between the price the Govern- 
ment borrowed money for loans and 
the interest charged borrowers would 
be one and one-half per cent, In 
other words, if the Government bor- 
rowed at the 5 per cent, the borrower 
would be charged six and one-half. 

On a $10,000 loan, the borrower 
would take $500 worth of stock in the 
loan board and dividends would be 
placed to his credit. Stock would be 
issued for the life of the loan only. 

While terms of the act provided 
that loans would*be made either di- 
rect to farmers or through co-opera- 
tive societies, the minister said that 
until further notice, such loans would 
be made direct to the farmers ‘ton- 
cerned. 

Up to $5,000,000 

The Dominion Government will 
subscribe to the loan fund to an 
amount not exceeding $5,000,000 and 
a reserve fund equal to 26 per cent 
of the capital stock set up. 

The Dominion Board will consist 
of four members, one of whom will 
be the Minister of Finance. | 

Money will be raised by issuing and , 
selling bonds known as Canadian 
Farm Loan Bonds, by taking security 
on first mortgages and other means.’ 
Loans can be used by farmers for all 
agricultural purposes. 

Loans, however, only will be made 
to farmers actually .engaged in or 
about to be engaged in farming the 

land mortgaged fov purposes pf the 
loan,
